Officers and employes of state or a 


political subdivision of a state, such 
as a county, city or town, wil not be 
required to pay income tax on their 
•alaries, wages and official fees rer 
ceived in 1918. In determining his 
liability to file return and to pay in- 
come (tax under the new 'revenue law, 
any su£h officer or employe, may omit 
such compensation from -his gross in-. 
come. 


With reapect to any taxable income 


he* may have received in 1918 from 
other sources, he is sufojact to all the

WILSON'S SPEECH 
ON PEACE PLANS 


Boston.—President Wilson in his 
.ddress in Mechanics Hall here Mon- 
day, discussing~the work of the peace 
onference in Paris, spoke as follows: 
Gov. Coolidge, Mr. Mayor, fellow- 


citizens: 
I wonder If you are half as 


gted to see me as I am to see you. It 
warms my heart te see a great body of 
my fellow citizens again, because, in 
some respects, during the recent 
months, I hare been ,T«ry lonely In- 
deed without y*ur comradeship and 
counsel, and I tried at every step of 
he work which fell to me to recall 
what I was sure would be your coun- 
sel with regard to the great matters 
which were under discussion. 
I do not want you to think that I 
lave not been appreciative of the ex- 
traordinarily 
generous 
reception 


which was given to me on the other 
side, in saying that it makes me very 
happy to get home again. I do not 
mean to say that I was not very deep- 
y touched by the cries that came from 
:he great crowds on the other side, but 
I want to say to you in all honesty, 
.hat I felt them to be a call of greeting 
:o you rather than to me. 
I did not feel that the greeting was 


personal. I had in my heart the over- 
crowning pride of being your repre- 
sentative, and of receiving the plau- 
dits of men everywhere who felt that 
your hearts beat with theirs in the 
cause ot liberty. There was no mis- 
taking the tone in the voices of those 
great crowds. It was not a tone of 
mere greeting; it was not a tone of 
mere generous welcome; it was the 
calling of comrade to comrade, th_e 
cries that come from men who say, 
"we have waited for this day when 
the friends of liberty should come 
across the sea and shake hands with 
us, to see that a new world was con- 
structed upon a new basis and founda- 
tion of justice and right." 
I can't tell yon the inspiration that 


came from the sentiments that came 
out of those simple voices of the 
crowd, but the proudest thing I have 
to report to you is this great country 
of ours is trusted throughout the 
world. 
I have not come to report the pro- 


ceedings or the results of the proceed- 
ings of the peace conference; that 
would be premature I can say that I 
have received very happy impressions 
from this conference; the impression 
that while there are many differences 
of judgment, while there are some di- 
vergences of object, there is neverthe- 
less a common spirit and a common 
realization of the necessity of setting 
up new standards of right in the world. 


Because the men who are in confer- 


ence in Paris realize as keenly as any 
American can realize, that they are 
not the masters of their people; that 
they are the servants of their people, 
and that the spirit of their people has 
awakened to a new purpose and a new 
conception of their power to realize 
that purpose, and that no man dare go 
home from that conference and report 
anything less noble than was expected 
of it. 
The conference seems to you to go 


slewly; from day to day in Paris it 
seems to go slowly; but I wonder if 


I you realize the complexity of the task 
which it has undertaken.' It seems as 
if the settlements of this war affect, 
and affect directly, every great, and I 
sometimes think, every small, nation 
In the world, and no decision can pru- 
dently be made which is not properly 
linked in with the great series of other 


wnere "other soldiers wouid be looked 
upon with suspicion, and perhaps met 
with resistance, the American sol- 
dier is welcomed with acclaim. 
I have had so many grounds for 


pride on the other side of the water 
that I am very thankful that they are 
not grounds for personal pride. I'd 
be the most stuck-up man in the 
world. And it has been an infinite 
pleasure to me to see those gallant 
soldiers of ours, of whom the Con- 
stitution of the United States made 
me the proud commander. You may 
be proud of the Twenty-sixth Divi- 
sion, but I commanded the Twenty- 
sixth Division, and see what they did 
under my direction! And. everybody 
praises the American soldier with 
the feeling that la prftteing him he 
is subtracting from the credit ot »o 
one else. 
' ' 
I hare been searching tSr the fund- 


amental fact that converted Europe 
to believe in us. 
Before this war 
Europe did not believe In us as she 
does now. She did not' believe in us 
throughout the first three years of 
the war. She seems really to have 
believed that we were holding off 
because we thought we could make 
snore by staying out than by going 
in. And all of a sudden, in a short 
18 months, the whole verdict is re- 
versed. Nations See the Light. 
There can be but one explanation 


for it. They saw what we did—that 
without making a single claim we 
put all our men and all our means 
at the disposal of those who were 
fighting for their homes, in the first 
instance, but for a cause, the cause 
of human rights and justice, and that 
we went in, not to support their na- 
tional claims, but 
to 
support the 
great cause which they held in com- 
mon. 
And when they saw that America 
not only held ideals but acted ideals 
they were converted to America and 
became firm partisans of those ideals. 
Spirit of Crusaders. 


united to defend it, no great forces 
combined to make it good, no assur- 
ance given to the down-trodden and 
fearful people of the world that they 
shall be safe. Any man who thinks 
that America will take part in giving 
the world any such rebuff and disap- 
pointment as that, does not know 
America.

is no nation in Europe that suspects 
the motives of the United States. 
Was there ever so wonderful a thing

thing that made that danger worth 
while. Men have testified to me in 
Europe that our men were possessed 
by something that they could oaly 
call a religious fervor.

Must Carry Burden. 


And now do you realize that this 


confidence 
we 
have 
established, 


throughout the world imposes a bur-1 
den upon us—if you choose to call it \ 
a burden. 
It is one of those bur-1 
dens which any nation ought to be 
proud to carry. Any man who resists 
the present tides that run in the 
world will find himself thrown upon 
a shore so high and barren that it 
will seem as if he had been sepa- 
rated from his human kind forever. 
The Europe that I left the other 


day was full of something that, it 
had never felt fill its heart so full 
before. 
It was full of hope. 
The 


Europe of the second year of the 
war, the Europe of the third year of 
the war, was sinking to a sort of 
stubborn' desperation. They did not 
see any great thing to be achieved 
even when the war should be won. 
They hoped there would be some 
salvage; they hoped that they could 
clear their 
territories of invading 


armies; they hoped they could set 


less they are guaranteed by the united 
forces of the civilized world. 
And If 


we do not guarantee them can you not 
see the picture? Your hearts have in- 
structed you where the burden of this 
war fell. It did not fall upon the na- 
tional treasuries, it did not fall upon 
the instruments of administration, it 
did not fall upon the resources of the 
nations. 
It fell upon the victims' 
homes everywhere, where 
women 


were toiling in hope that their mea 
would come back. 
When I think of the homes upoij 


which dull despair would settle whert 
this great hope is disappointed, I 
should wish, for my part, never to 
have had America play any part what- 
ever in this attempt to emancipate 
the world. But I talk as if there were 
any question. I have no more doubl 
of the verdict of America In this mat 
ter than I have doubt of the blood that j 
is in me.

General Traub Denies Charges of Artillery Fail- 


ure Made by Kansas Governor. 


RECITES GRAPHIC STORY-DODGED 300 


Relates How American Warriors Did in Three Hours Wi 


French Tried Four Years—Didn't Wash for Week 


and Lived on Cigarettes.

recital of the fighting of the 3 5th 
(Kansas 
and 
Missouri 
National 


Guard) Division in the great battle 
of the Argonne was given the House 
Rules Committee by Major General 
Pater B. Traube, the division com- 
mander, who himself was twice gass- 
ed in the course of the battle. 


Appearing to deny charges of the 


needless sacrifice of men made by 
Governor Allen, of Kansas, Geaieral 
Traube described with great pride 
the work of 
his troops from 
the 


misty September morning when they 
went over the top until they had 
driven the Germans back nearly six 
miles after six days and nights of 
almost incessant fighting over the 
most strongly 
fortified 
section of 


the western front. 


Fresh from France, thp, general 


still was suffering from the effects of 
gas, his two experiences in the Ar- 
gonne being his fifth in the war, and 
he frequently had to interrupt his 
recital to drink water. At times his 
voice failed him almost entirely, but 
suggestions of members of the com- 
mittee that he delay his testimony 
•were met with instant refusal. When 
his voice refused to give emphasis 
to his words he pounded the table be 
side him to further drive home his 
praise of the soldiers it was his ''hon- 
or to command." 


''For six days and nights," said 


the general, "we fought the best the 
Boche had. We penetrated the lines 


the dead and wounded and the sick 
think the suffering that their dead 
ones underwent wa? needless." 


"Everything in God's world that 


could be done was done," the Gen- 
eral added. 


Representative Campbell, of Kan- 


sas, pointed out that criticism had 
not been made of the officers or men 
but of the lack of material. 


"That is not well founded," an- 
swered the General. 


In day time during the 'battle, Gen- 


eral Traub said that one mightlook 
over the battlefield and hardly see a 
soldier because they were hidden in 
tn ground 'to escape the fire of the 
Germans. 


"The Boche 
never hesitated 
to 


waste hundreds of shells on a single 
individual," 
he declared. "During 


this battle the wounded could not be 
moved except at night. To attempt 
to move them would have meant the 
loss of stretcher-bearers as well as 
Che wounded, for .the Boche respected 
nothing. 


"The wounded were collected as 


best we could in the day time in the 
woods and as soon as darkness set 
«n we all went there and took them 
out. 
Seven thousand wounded, some 


trom 
adjoining divisions, 
passed 


through our triage station, where the 
cases are

"The artillery opened up and the 


men advanced updcr the barrage and j 
a covering of a fog of that September 
morning The infantry advanced past 
one side of the hill, and then swept 
up, and had it hand-to-hand.

what the French had been up against 
for four years. The Boche had the 
Frenchman's goat: he had tried it 
several times and failed." 


The artillery had trouble in ad-
